Thousands of “old China hands," 
those who built up forcign trade with 
the Far East, will hear and read to- 
day of burning and looting at Tsing~ 
tao by flecing Chinese with the 
greatest regret, For Tsingtao ts the 
most beautiful seaside town In China. 
For many years it was the most 
fashionable hollday = resort — the 
Torquay of the Far East. 

The town. was built by the Ger- 
mans before 1900. It. progressed till 
it compared with almost any ‘seu-+ 
side. place in the world. 

The Japanese ore'no strangers to 
the place. They .bombarded it In 
1914 and took control till they handed 
it back to China in 1922, 

The Germans finally were driven 
out in November, 1914, At once the 
Japanese reaped the benefit of the 
millions of pounds spent there by the 
former occupants. 

A promenade ‘along the front for 
two. miles, two magnificent hotels 
whlch compared with any others in 
the world, beautiful walks In the stur- 
rounding forests, and parks on the 
hills were among the amenities.

It Is interestlng to remember that 
the Kwangtung Red Cross Socletics 
nre the oldest foundations of their 
kind In China, And while the Head- 
quarters of the Chinese National Red 
Cross js still paradoxically enough 
Toented in Shanghat under the shadow 
and a branch 


of Japanese bayonets, 
the roots 


office exists In Hankow, 
from which the great tree grew are 
still firmly planted In the tradition of 
the Red Cross Socictics of Kwang- 
tung, says China Information Ser- 
vice, ‘i - 


The chief of the Kwangtung Red 
Cross Societies !s the 4th Route Army 
Medical Service. And while jn 
Shanghai the Red Cross was o ttle 
more than a name which did not 
maintain any organisation for 
mobilization upon the approach of u 
erlsls, the Army Medical Training 
College, the Army Medical Academy 
and the 4th Route Army Med!eal 
Corps provided cadres for emergency 
medical work which have proved to 
be unsurpassed in China during the. 
present crisis. It is no little tribute 
to the Director of the 4th Route Army 
Medicat. Service, General Cheung 
Kin, « military surgeon still in his 
“thirties,” that he was responsible 
for the establishment of Army 
Medical Training: In Kwangtung, and 
for its dircctlon over a period of elght 
yeurs, General Cheung was sent by 
the higher «military — nuthoritics to 
study this branch of medicine and 
its organisation with reference to 
military affnirs, and upon his return 
completed plans for and supervised 
the erectlon of the splendid Kwang. 
{uns Military Hospital, the Medical 
Academy, and the Training School, 


DOCTOR TO BATTALION 


During the present war itis a 
houschold truth that the Cantonese 
Armies were’ well suptied with 
medical personnel, There ts a doce 
tor attuched to cach battalion of 
troops, while every company 
possesses its experienced first. ald 
dresser, his stretcher bearers and first 
aid equipment. Lately efforts have 
been made, jin conjunction with 
Hongkong International Medical Ke» 
Het Committee and the Hongkong 
Chinese Women's Wounded Soldiers 
Relict Association, to supply every 
Cantonese soldier going to the front, 
with an Individual first oid package. 
The first 20,000 of these packages 
shave been made by the former body 
under the able leadership of Miss 
Carter, and they have been despatch- 
ed to Canton, : 

The Canton Red Cross, under the 
Chairmanship of Mayor Tseng Yang- 
fu and ably assisted by Dr. Tso Wal- 
ming Is well organised and equipped 
to deal with the civilian casualties’ 
which result from the indiscriminate 
bombing of the Japanese air-ralders. 
It ts estimated that: the hospital 
facilities of Canton are ample to take 
care of a possible 5,000 ‘to 10,000 
casuailics over a period of a weck og 
a result of intensive Japanese aerial 
bombardment. :

According to Japancse sources 
the attack on Pengpu was launched 
at dawn yesterday by the right wing 
‘of the advancing army which 
smarched along the Ticntsin-Pukow 
railway, and: procecded to the assault 
vafter one of the most Intensive 
bombardments of the present war. 

“In thls bombardment Japanese air- 
_men claim to have inflicted very 
heavy losses upon the Chinese and 
to have all but levelled thelr defence 
works. 

The advancing left wing Infantry, 
during this period of bombardment, 
were operating «long the highway 
leading to Tingyuan, 35 miles south- 
east of Pengpu and about 24 miles 
from the nearest point of the 
Tientsin-Pukow railway. — Tingyuan 
is claimed to have been taken by the 
Japanese after a bitter resistance 
Was overcome, 

Meanwhile, the Japanese centre 
was moving along another highway 
and occupied Fengyang, 168 miles 
venst-south-east of Pengpu, and three 
miles from the nearest point on the 
railway.

Medical Service... And while. in 
Shanghai the Red Cross was a little 
more than a name which did not 
maintain amy: organisation for 
mobilization upon the appronch of a 
crisis, the Army Medical Training 
College, the Army Medical Academy 
and the 4th Route Army Medical 
Corps provided cadres for emergency 
medical work which have proved to 
be unsurpassed in China during the 
present crisis. It is no little tribute 
to the Director of the 4th Route Army 
Medical Service, General Cheung 
Kin, a military surgeon still in his 
“thirties,” that he. was responsible 
for the establishment: of Army 
Medica) Training in Kwangtung, and 
-for its direction over a period of eight 
years, General Cheung was sent by 
the higher military suthorities to 
study this branch of medicine and, 
its organisation with reference to 
military affairs, and upon his return 
completed plans for and supervised 
the erection of the splendid Kwang- 
tung Military Hospital, the Medical 
Academy, and the Training School. 


DOCTOR TO BATTALION 


During the present war it is a 
houschold truth that the Cantonese 
Armics were well suplicd with 
medical personnel. There ts a doc- 
tor attached to cach battalion of 
troops, while  cvery company 
possesses its experienced first aid 
dresser, his stretcher bearers and first 
ald equipment. Lately efforts have 
been made, in conjunction with 
Hongkong International Medical Re- 
licf Committee und. the Hongkong 
Chinese Women's.,Wounded Soldier 
Rellef Association, ‘to supply every 
Cantonese soldier going to the front, 
with an individual first ald package.

ATTACK | THREATENED 


“Hardly had the brute vanished 
from sight, than I heard a rustling 
coming fram among the thick under- 
growth on the bank on my left-hand 
side. I foced in that direction, and 
saw a dark form slink behind some 
shrubs. There was just {ime to get 
n clear view of the animal's tail, long, 
bushy, and shading almost to white 
underneath, exactly that of an 
Alsatinn, It scemed impossible that 
the dog I had just seen in the stream 
bed could have reached the. bank 
above me in that brief space of time, 
so I Immediately formed the opinion 
that aicte were two animals, perhaps 
a pair.

“However, keeping my stick at the 
“ready,” I hurried off, and Ieft the 
place far behind.

“Without wishing ta be alarmist, I 
suggest that this dog, or any others 
there may be, should be hunted and 
I know what Alsatians 
can be when they revert to the wilds. 
If‘there is a pair, breeding,. the 
outlook is disquicting for plcnickers, 
especially children, and for anyone 
who takes a pet dog through the 
Tytam Valley for a stroll. There is 
na remote possibility that the animal

DIRECT ANTI - JAPANESE 
_ FIGHT FROM CAVE CITY 


(Special to “Telegraph”)

“Yenan, Feb. 2. 


An open truck loaded with petrol for the Bighth 
Route Army: brought me here to-day after a three day 
dash through mountains, valleys, rivers and dust-storms. 

My fect are frozen and my cheeks swollen due to the 
zero temperature encountered throughout the wild dash 


to the Chinese Soviet capital. 


Yenan is over 6,000 feet above sea-level, 


miles north of Sian. 


The city's population, 
tremendously swollen’ by refugees 
and students, dwells mostly in caves, 
forming a unique city of cave- 
dwellers surrounding the city proper, 
which is only half a mile in diemeter 
und js surrounded by mountains 
pitted with thousands of ancient and 
modern caverns.- 

Some of these cave-homes house the 
highest administrative bodies of the 
Communist regime.. As on example, 
the headquarters of the Chinese 
Communjst Party and the Eighth 
Route Army, ns well as the oflices of 
the district government, are burrowed 
into fhe side of the mountains, where 
they are safe from, Invaders by bow 
land and air, 


UNIVERSITY IN CAVES 


The famous anti-Japanese Resist- 
ance University, operated by the 
Elehth Route Army and which js the 
goal of thousands of pilyrim-students 
from the entire country, occupies 170 
modern, caves, which provide class- 
rooms and dormitories for over 1,000 
students. 

The Frontier District Government 
(by which name the Sovict regime js 
now Tenens administers © 490,000 
square miles of territory in Shensi, 
Ningsha and Kuonsu provinces, with 
n total population of bout 600,000.-

EMANCIPATION OF WOMEN 


The movement for the emancipation 
of women is said to have been especi- 
ully successful, and 70 per cent. of the 
women in the frontier district have 
been  orstanised into associations 
which are actively participating in 
anti-Japanese resistance, These 
women wear cotton uniforms and call 
even thelr parents and husbands 
“comrades”, 

Small’ shop-keepers function in 
Yenan freely, although the choice of 
commoditics fs ‘limited. Over two 
hundred stores are selling rock salt, 
Shansi_ candies -and New Year 
crackers.—United. Press.

: _ London, Feb. 2. 

A meeting between Mr. 
Anthony. Eden,” M. Charles 
Corbin, the French Ambassador 
to London, and Italian Ambassa- 
dor, Count Grandi, which was 
held at Foreign Office this 
afternoon, lasted for half an 
hour, : 

The British Foreign Seerctary 
submitted: certain proposals with 
regard to the tightening of the 
anti-piracy patrol system in the 
‘Mediterranean, which M. Corbin 
‘and Count Grandi undertook to 
convey to their respective 
Governments.
